mainitig baue the foundations and vaulted cellars, 
which were afterwards known by the name of. the 
Nuins, and were for mary years afterwards the rende · 
vous of : thieves and beggars, who at laſt became ſo . 
gteat a nuiſunce to the hood, that theſe 
vaults were blown up with gunpowder, and otherwiſe 
deſtroyed, to prevent future reſort to them. At the 
eaſt end-of Funſtall. green ſtands the houſe built for 
Sir John Hales's fon during his minority, in the latter 
end king Charles the Iit.'s reign. He afterwards 
teſided in it, but after the family removed to St. Ste- 
phen's, ie was left uninhabited for many years, and in 
the late Sir John Hales's time fell almoſt to ruins.

After which, having, for upwards. of ſixteen 
years, gone through a variety of ſufferings, and being 
wholly worn out with. troubles, he was permitted at 
laſt to enjoy thoſe poſſeſſions in peace, which the king 
had left him. But he ſurvived: this calm only a few 
years, and. died at Banſted, in Surry, in the 27th year 
of that reign, anno 1240; and was buried in the 
church of the: Friars Preachers, commonly. called the 
Black Friars, in Holborne, to which convent he had 
been a munificent benefactor.

in winter it is ſcarcè ever free from them, and when 
moſt ſo, they yet remain hovering over the lands for 
three or faur-feet or more in height, which, with the 
Badnefs of the water, . occaſrons ſevere agues, which 
the inhabitants are very rarely without, whoſe 
complezions from thoſa diſtempers become of a dingy

EHE n K pariſh ehm is Davington, which is 
3 SET Th on the ſummit of the hill, juſt above 
the town of Faverſham, on the oppoſite ſide of the 
Ofpringe rivulet. The church and priory ſtand on the 
brow of the hill, on the ſouth-eaſt verge of it, and at a 
ſmall diftance from them the little village of Daving- 
ton, and the hall oppoſite to it, all which are conſpi- 
cuous objects from the London road and the neigh- 
bouring country. It is even in this higher part, where 
it is not an unpleaſant ſituation, exceedingly unhealthy, 
in which part of it the land is moſtly paſture, lower to- 
wards Ore the arable land is very good. To the weſt- 
ward this pariſh ſtretches up the ful to Bizing wood, 
moſtly. a poor ſoil, part of which, oppoſite to \ Judde- 1 
houle, is within the bounds of it.
